ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION
OF
YANKEE PUBLISHING INCORPORATED

FIRST: The name of the corporation is YANKEE

PUBLISHING INCORPORATED.

SECOND: The period of its duration is perpetual.
THIRD: The principal purpose or purposes for which

the Corporation is organized are:

(a) To engage in the business of publishing
magazines, periodicals, books, and other
written matter.

(b) To purchase, lease, exchange or
otherwise acquire real estate or any interest
therein, securities of any kind and nature,
mining properties and interests, timber, and
buildings, machinery and equipment of all
kinds; to purchase, sell, manufacture and
deal in goods, wares, merchandise, raw
materials, finished products and articleé of
commerce of every kind and nature whatsoever:
to erect, construct, rebuild, enlarge,
improve, maintain, manage and operate
buildings, machinery, real estate, mines,

timberland, gift shops, motels, and resort
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and recreational facilities of any
description; to sell, lease, mortgage,
pledge, exchange or otherwise dispose of any
of the machinery, equipment, buildings, real
estate, securities, mining properties,
timber, gift shops, motels, and resort and
recreational facilities, or any interest
therein, or any other property owned by the
Corporation; to engage generally in the
machinery, equipment, security, timber,
mining, manufacturing, and real estate
business as principal, agent, broker,
manufacturer, or otherwise.

(c) To do and transact all acts, business
and things incident to, relating to, or
convenient in, the above things either alone
or in conjunction with others in the State of
New Hampshire and outside of the State in
such states and foreign countries as it may
be convenient to carry on the business of the
Corporation.

(d) To purchase, lease or otherwise acquire,
énd to hold, exercise and enjoy, in its name
or in the name of the person, firm, company
or companies hereinafter referred to, all or
any of the property, franchises, goodwill,

rights, powers and privileges held or enjoyed
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by any person or firm, or by any company or
companies and to undertake the liabilities of
any such person, firm or company.

(e) To take part in the management,
supervision or control of the business or
operation of any company or undertaking, and
for that purpose to appoint and remunerate
any directors, accountants or other experts
or agents.,

(f) To have and to exercise all the powers
now or hereafter conferred by the Laws of the
State of New Hampshire upon corporations
organized under the laws under which the
corporation is organized, and any and all
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental
thereto.

It is the intention that, except where
otherwise expressed in these Articles, the
objects and purposes specified in any of the
foregoing clauses of this Article shall not
in any wise be limited or restricted by
reference to, or inference from the terms of
any other clauses of these Articles, but that
the objects and purposes specified in each of
the clauses of this Article shall be regarded
as independent objects and purposes. It is
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also the intention that the objects and
purposes specified in said clauses shall be
and shall be construed as powers as well as
objects and purposes generally, and that such
powers shall be a furtherance of and not in
limitation upon the general powers conferred
on the Corporation by the Laws of the State
of New Hampshire.

The Corporation is further empowered to
transact any and all lawful business for
which corporations may be incorporated under

R.S.A. 293-A.

FOURTH: The aggregate number of shares which the
corporation shall have authority to issue
consists of fourteen thousand four hundred
(14,400) shares of common stock of the par

value of eight dollars ($8.00) each.

FIFTH: The Corporation shall have the right to
purchase, take, receive or otherwise acquire,
hold, own, pledge, transfer or otherwise
dispose of its own shares. Purchases of its
own shares, whether direct or indirect, may
be made to the extent of unreserved and
unrestricted capital surplus available for

that purpose.
